CHAFIN also explained that the reason the FBI was notified 
concerning the finding of the car by another Field Division rather 
than the APD was the fact that APD ran an NCIC check and received 
a no record 5 . Since this did not seem right, they ran a MVB 
check in Alabama and Alabama, on Jfe own, ran an NCIC, which set 
forth the information about the FBI's interest in this car.

At 11:30 A.M., this date, I (SAC, HITT) called J. COLE, 
SAC, San Antonio, and inquired as to what they found re Mustang 
entering into Mexico. He said car entered Mexico, 10/7/67 
and person signed name as ERIC STARVO GALT, 2608 Hichland, 
Birmingham, DOB 7/20/31, single, employed in Birmingham, 

Ala., destination, Mexico City. SA unable to locate departure 
information so far, but continuing investigation. 

COLE added they had no information other than this 
and pointed out the "sketchiness" of Mexican records.
